The notion of universal salvation, as now pro- 
pagated, is explained two ways. Some of them 
say, that there is no Hell, or if there be, that there 
#hall not any of the human race be sent there ; 
but that all, good and bad, shall be taken to hea- 
ven together. Others say, that though there be a 
place of future punishment, and though some of 
the human race are sent thither for a time, yet 
that they ail finally shall be released, aud brought 
sefe to heaven. 

We doubt not, dear brethren, but it will seem 
strange to such of you, as may not have heard 
these things before, that any, who pretend to be 
the Ministers of Christ, should advance such dan- 
gerous notions. Yet so it is. He who, in the begin- 
ning, gave divine revelation the lie, when he said 
to the woman, “ Ye shall not surely die,” has ever 
since been going about like a roaring lion, seeking 
whom he may devour; and endeavouring by va- 
rious means to deceive and lull as.eep, and among 
others, by endeavouring to evade the force of Di- 
vine Truth. 

As for the first of these notions, namely, that 
not any ot the human race are ever sent to a place 
of future punishment, but that all, good and bad, 
are taken to heaven, we sball say but little to it, 
not only because we have no room, but also be- 
cause we deem it unnecessary. The Scripture on

This Circular, &c. which was published in this 
city, thirty-one years since, may be considered a 
specimen of the views of the Baptist Association, 
at that time, of the trudh. Their opinion is not al- 
tered. We recently conversed with one of the 
Rev. Gentlemen whose names are ailixed to this 
Circular, and found him steady in his obstinacy 
and blindness, as the needle to the pole. Thirty- 
one years ago, the Gospel of Christ made its ap- 
pearance in “ two or three” Baptist churches ; and 
they, it appears, used “their endeavours to prevent 
the spreading of so dangerous a Plague.” Now 
we are willing to do them the justice to acknow- 
ledge, that this “ dangerous plague,” as they call it, 
or * good tidings of great joy,” as we call it, would 
have made no progress, could they have prevented 
it! Whatever of harm it has done, or will do, we 
exonerate them from all blame. They have tried 
hard to destroy it. They have outraged common 
sense in their arguments, and done violence to 
truth, in their statements. And, as the reader will 
see, twisted and perverted the Scriptures in a great- 
er degree, and more exceptionable manuer, than a 
knavish lawyer ever twisted law, before an igno- 
rant justice! In our notice of this Circular, we 
shall not condescend to point out all its falsehood 
and absurdities. It will be sufficient to notice a 
tew of them; the remainder, we have no doubt, 
will be properly disposed of by the unprejudiced 
reader. 

In the second paragraph, they remark, “ The 
notion of Universal Salvation, as now propagated, 
is explained two ways. Some of them say, that 
there is no hell, or if there be, that there shall not 
any cf the human race be sent there ; but that all, 
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good and bad, shall be taken to heaven together. 
Others say,” &e. We have no hesitation in say- 
ing. that we believe this declaration, that “ some 
of them say, that all, good and bad, shall be taken 
to heaven together,’ is not only an unqualified 
falsehood, but that the writer of this Circular, had 
he been interrogated at the moment he wrote this, 
could have produced no evidence, except his own 
assertion! If we err in this particular, let those 
who are yet alive, whose names are associated 
with this barefaced declaration, come forward and 
prove the contrary! And we ask them, if on they 
own premisses, the bad do not go to heaven ? Do 
not you, and the best of you, acknowledge to the 


last moment of your lives, that you are vile sin-| 


ners? Do you not deny, in the most unqualified 
manner, that there is any change after death? We 
appeal to your consciences for the truth of this 
declaration ; you yourselves are guilty of the very 
enormity you charge upon others; with this dif- 
ference, that whereas you accuse them of admit- 
ting good and bad altogether into heaven, you ad- 
mit none but bad! That men, as eminent for pie- 
ty, morality, and integrity, as any among the Bap- 
tists, have believed in a future and limited punish- 
ment for sin, we readily confess. But that any 
Universalist ever denied there being such a place 
as Hades, (grave,) or slate as Gehennan, (hell,) re- 
quires better evidence to prove it, than the unqua- 
lified declaration of those men whose names are 
affixed to this Circular!

We may attend—To the character of the preach- 
er, to the doctrines inculcated ; to the hearer ad- 
dressed; to the medium or instrument of the 
preaching 

1. As to the preacher, I would observe, he has 
many names given him in the sacred writings ; 
the most common is the devil. That it was he that 
disturbed the felicity of our first parents, is evident 
trom 2 Cor. xi. 3. and many other passages of 
Scripture. He was once an angel of light, and 
knew better than to preach such doctrine ; he did 
violence to his own reason. 

But to be a little more particular, let it be ob- 
served, 

1. He is an old preacher. He lived above one 
thousand seven hundred years before Abraham ; 
above two thousand four hundred and thirty years 
before Moses; four thousand and four years be- 
fore Christ. It is now five thousand eight hundred 
and nine years since he commenced preaching. 
By this time be must have acquired great skill ig 
the art. 

2. He is a very cunning, artful preacher. When 
Elymas, the sorcerer, came to turn away people 
from the faith, he is said to be full of all subtlety, 
and achild of the devil, not only because he was 
an enemy to all righteousness, bul on account of 
his carnal cunning and craftiness. 

3. He is a very laborious, unwearied preacher. 
He has been in the ministry [a minister of sin} 
almost six thousand years ; and yet his zeal is not 
in the least abated. ‘The apostle Peter compares 
him to a roaring lion, walking about, seeking 
whom he may devoyr. When God inquired of 
this persevering preacher, Job ii. 2. From whence 
comest thou ? He answered and said, From going 
to and fro in. the earth, and from walking up and 
down init. He is far from being circumscribed 
within the narrow limits of parish, state or conti- 
nental lines; but his haunt aad travel is very 
large and estensive. 

4. He is a heterogeneous preacher, if I may so 
express myself. He makes use of a Bible whea 
he holds forth, as in his sermon to our Saviour, 
Matt. iv.

4 Compendium of a Sermon, by the Rev. 
H. Bauovu. 
“ And the serpent said unto the woman, Ye shall not 
surely die.”—Gen. iii. 4. 

The particular reason why this passage is cho- 
sen for our subject this evening is, the enemies of 
the gospel of our salvation have made recent ex- 
ertions to persuade people to believe that this gos- 
pel is this doctrine which the serpent held up to 
the woman in the garden. These deceived, be- 
nighted brethren of ours have lately published to 
the world, that the doctrine of universal salvation 
is a devilish doctrine, and that the devil was the 
first Universalist preacher. This sort of language 
is in the mouths of our enemies generally, but 
more especially is it used by those who profess to 
be preachers of the gospel of the grace of God, 
and perhaps think they are, but who are unques- 
tionably mistaken. 

The object we have in view, this evening, will

fruit; and we have no more reason to doubt that 
they died in the day of their transgression, than 
we haye that the Divine Being spake the truth 
Will the hearer object and say, that Adam lived a 
number of hundreds of years after his tranvres- 
sion? We reply, The Scriptures must have the pri- 
vilege of explaining their own language. This is 
what is allowed to all books and to ail writings in 
the world. The moral state of man, when a sin- 
ner, is called death in the Scriptures. Jesus said 
to the Jews, “If ye believe not that I am he, ye 
shall die in your sins.” He also said, “ Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, if a man keep my saying, 
he shall never see death.” Now it is perfecily 
plain, that Jesus had no allusion to the death ot 
the body in these passages, but to the morai state

Jolin viii. 

St. Paul, in Rom. v. says, “ Wherefore, as by 
one man sin entered into the world, and death by 
sin; and so death passed upon all men, for that 
all have sinned.’ In Rom. vii. we find the 
following; “For I was alive without the law 
once; but when the commandment came, sin re- 
vived, andI died. And the commandment which 
was ordained to life, I found to be unto death.” 
See chap. viii.; “For the law of the spirit of life 
in Christ Jesus hath made me free from the law of 
sin and death—For to be carnally minded is death ; 
Mbut to be spiritually minded is life and peace. 
We need not multiply quotations to show that a 
state of moral righteousness is called life, and that 
a state of sin is called death in Scripture language. 
We see then that every man dies in the day of his 
transgression as Adam did. To be carnally mind- 
ed is death. Sin and death are inseparably con- 
nected. St. Paul says, “If ye live after the flesh 
ye shall die; but if ye through the Spirit do mor 
tify the deeds of the body ye shall live.” Accord- 
ing to this passage, when does a man die? An- 
swer, when he lives after be flesh. When does 
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ee live > Answer, when he through the Spirit mor- 
tifies the deeds of the body. By bringing these 
scriptures together, it is not difficult to see that 
temptation arose in the first place trom the same 
fountain that it arises from now. St. James says, 
“Every man is tempted when he is drawn away 
with his own lusts and enticed.” This lust, this 
carnal mind, is the serpent which beguiles us, and 
it is the serpent which beguiled Eve in the garden. 
This serpent always says, “ Ye shall not surely 
die.” It persuades us to believe that sin will yield 
us enjoyment, and flatters us that we shall have 
peace and comfort in it; but it never speaks the 
truth ; it was a liar from the beginning ; and when 
it speaks a lie it speaks of itself, for it is the father 
of lies. 

If the hearer is now satisfied concerning the 
death which Adam and all men die in consequence 
of sin, we may proceed, as was proposed, to show 
that the declaration of the serpent, that “ Ye shall 
not surely die,” is no part of the gospel of univer- 
sal salvation. What is the salvation which the 
gospel effects? Answer, it saves the sinner from | 
sin, and from the death of sin.—As before quoted, 
St. Paul says, “The law of the spirit of life in 
Christ Jesus hath made me free from the law of 
sin and death.” Again, “ As sin hath reigned unto 
death, even so might grace reign through righte- 
ousness, unto eternal life, through Jesus Christ our 
Lord—For the wages of sin is death; but the gift 
of God is eternal life.’ We further learn the na- 
ture and power of the gospel in Eph. ii. “ And you 
hath he quickened, who were dead in trespasses 
and sins—God, who is rich in mercy, for his great 
love wherewith he loved us, even when we were | 
dead in sins, hath quickened us together with 
Christ.” By such testimony we learn that the gos- 
pel gives life to those who are dead in sin. This 
death in sin is the death which the serpent said that 
the woman should not die ; but from this death 
the gospel of Jesus gives us life. Is this gospel of 
life from sin to holiness, from death to life, the 
doctrines which the serpent held up to the woman ? 
My hearers, you have the question now fairly be- 
fore you. Did the devil, as our enemies say, preach 
this gospel of life and salvation by Jesus Christ ? 
Did he tell the woman that she should die if she 
sinned ; but that Jesus the Son of God would de- 
liver her by the power of his grace from sin and 
death ? Did the devil ever preach that Jesus would 
bruise his head, give himself a ransom for all man- 
kind, and draw alj men to himself? Did the devil 
ever say to the woman in the garden, God your 
Father in heaven will send his son into the world 
to destroy death, and him who has the power of 
death, that is, the devil; and deliver them who 
through fear of death were ali their lifetime sub- 
ject to bondage?” Did the devil persuade Eve to 
believe that God had given mankind eternal life, 
and that this life was in his Son? Is it the devil 
that says, that Jesus is the propitiation for the sins 
of the whole world? My friends, it pains me to 





the heart, to have ovcasion to ask these questions. 
Do our poor deluded breths®n know what they 
say, when they pertinaciously contend that the 
devil was the first Universalist preacher? No, 
surely they do not; and we fervently pray that 
God may not lay this sin to their charge.
